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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the metallic stiffener 
interposed between the inner tubular liner and the non-metallic stiffener (claim 46), the 
metallic and non-metallic stiffener comprise four strands (claim 53), the braid pitch not 
constant (claim 54), the metallic and non-metallic braid member comprising first and 
second braid members (claim 55), claim 65 and claim 67 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
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be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 65-66 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 65 recites the limitation " inner tubular liners" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is unclear whether they are separate 
liners or one in the same at different sections of the catheter. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 44-52,54, 55-57,59-75,77,79-86 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Samson et al. ( USPN 6,143,013). 
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Samson et al. disclose a catheter comprising an inner tubular liner having 
a relatively stiff proximal section comprising a metallic and non-metallic stiffer 
coaxially wound about the inner tubular liner and a relatively flexible section 
comprising non-metallic stiffener coaxially wound the metallic stiffener 
terminating before reaching the distal section of the catheter. See figures 1-6 
and especially figure 8. See abstract, see columns 7-8 (specifically col. 8 lines 4- 
20,30-33,55-59), col. 9, lines 5-15, 64-67, col. 12, lines 11-16, 29-62, col. 13-15. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 58,78 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Samson et al. ( USPN 6,143,013). 

Samson et al. disclose the claimed invention except for the material of the non- 
metallic stiffer comprising a liquid crystal polymer. Samson et al. disclose a variety of 
materials such as polyaramids and carbon fibers for the ribbon/braid. Samson et al. 
also disclose a plurality of polymeric materials for the tubular structure. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the materials of the non-metallic stiffener for materials which provide different 
properties, cost, or quality applicable for the catheter, since it has been held to be within 
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the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its 
suitability for the intended uses as a matter of obvious engineering choice lacking any 
criticality. In re Leshin , 125 USPQ 416. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. S ee In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 44-86 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-43 of U.S. Patent No. 
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6,368,316. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they v are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the application claims are a broader recitation of the 
invention than that of the issued patent, including all of the same limitations. The claims 
of the application claims a catheter having alumen defined by an inner tubular liner 
comprising a stiff proximal section having metallic and non-metallic ribbon and a 
flexible distal section. The patent claims recite a catheter comprising a stiff proximal 
section having a metallic and nonmetallic ribbon and a flexible distal section and a liner. 
Since a broad interpretation of inner tubular liner in the claims of the application 
includes an inner liner in the proximal section and in the distal section , if a patent was 
to grant on the pending claims of this application applicant would be granted an unlawful 
extension of protection beyond the years of the 6,368,316 patent.
